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Progress in Eradicating T. B. of Live Stock 


Tuberculosis among live 
stock most fortunately is not 
as prevalent in the Southern 
States as in some other por- 
tions of the United States. 
From information gathered 


during the three years that } 
the tuberculosis campaign has been in existence we have come to the 


conclusion that tuberculosis among the native cattle of the Southern 
States is quite negligible. This condition prevails generally in the 
States of North Carolina, South Carolina, Georgia, Florida, Ala- 
bama, Mississippi, Louisana, Tennessee and Texas. Practically all 
of the tuberculosis that does exist among cattle is confined to dairy 
herds and beef herds in which cattle from other states have been 
imported in recent years. Pt ‘ ; 

Much progress has been made in various sections of the country 
in the elimination of tuberculosis from individual herds of cattle, 
and considerable progress has been made in freeing circumscribed 
areas from this disease, but the greatest progress in the eradication 
of tuberculosis from circumscribed areas has been accomplished in 
the States represented by the Southern Cattlemen’s Association. 

Three years ago the number of accredited herds in America 
could be represented by 2

no other work of this nature was ever under consideration for a long- 

er period without active steps being taken to put it in operation. 

For more than 20 years the subject of eradicating tuberculosis on 

a Nation-wide basis had been talked of at live stock sanitary meet- 

ings, by State and Federal officials, as well as by others interested 

in the industry. 

Business Rules and Tuberculosis Eradication—From the incep- 
tion of the campaign it has been the policy of the respective States 
and the Bureau and all others interested in the campaign to carry 
on the work on a business basis freed from the impediments of re- 
strictions and the nullifying effects of the elaborate technical regu- 
lations. In order that we might carry out that campaign and prove 
to the world that regulatory authorities can co-operate with busi- 
ness men along business lines, the plan was inaugurated of meeting 
every year with a commit- 
tee representing the var- 
ious pure bred cattle asso- 


1921, we had 7,045 accred- 
ited herds and 28,108 herds 
which have passed one suc- 
cessful test in the process 
of accreditation.

eradication campaign is 
pretty well known in every 
State in the Union and that 
practically all of the breeders of pure bred cattle are supporting it. 

_Noteworth Absence of Coercive Measures.—That we have 
achieved that much prominence within three years indicates that 
the work has a great deal of merit to it and is succeeding because 
of its indispensability to the live stock owners rather than from any 
campaign of propaganda. We all appreciate the fact that no effort 
has been made in any direction to coerce live stock owners in plac- 
ing their herds under supervision. No attempt has been made to 
secure Federal Legislation with the idea of using force to eradicate 
tuberculosis of live stock. In fact, particular effort has been made 
to discourage any sentiment which may have been expressed advo- 
cating that this work be made compulsory under either law or regu- 
lations. The theory in following this plan was that the work had 
sufficient importance to the live stock industry of the Nation that 
it would appeal forcefully to the stockmen of this generation. It 
was believed that the demands they would make for the conduct of 
the work would be more far reaching and effectual than any plan 
that could be based upon coercive measures, because the will of the

Claims which arrive in 
Washington in the morning mail are audited and if correct approved 
for payment the same day. It is right and fit and proper that this | 
work should be conducted on business principles because it is a big 
business proposition, the largest of its kind ever undertaken in the 
history of live stock sanitary work. 

The live stock owners of the United States have supported ev- 
ery effort made by the State and Federal governments in the ex- 
termination of diseases; they have supported these efforts in the! 
halls of Congress and in the State legislative bodies and have been 
largely instrumental in securing funds with which to carry on cam- 
paigns of eradication. They have watched with grave apprehension 
the increasing percentage year by year of tuberculosis among swine 
and cattle slaughtered at Federal meat insnection establishments. 
When the percentage of tuberculous hogs was less than one per 
cent. or even two or three per cent. the loss was not considered 
with much apprehension, but when it increased at the rate of one 
per cent. a year until in 1917 it was practically eleven per cent., it 
caused much alarm and the demand then [Continued on page 26 
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Pennsylvania Community Adopts Angus 


In the vicinity of West Sunbury, 
Butler County, Pennsylvania, is a com- 
munity of farmers ever on the alert 
to make use of the various agencies 
whose business is to aid and encourage 
community development along educa- 
tional and other progressive lines. 
Prominent among the initial steps taken toward community im- 
= was the establishment of a vocational school at West 

unbury. The boys and girls attending this school receive the usual 
literary instruction and in addition are given vocational training in 
matters ae to Agriculture and rural home making. In the 
class room, under an instructor trained in Agriculture, the boys 
study the principles upon which permanent Agriculture is founded. 
In connection with this the boys carry on project work in which 
— application of their class room work is made on their home 
arm. ; 
This practical work includes such projects as raising a calf or 
pig or the actual production of a given area of corn or potatoes. 
The girls’ work is similar to that of the boys. The difference being 
that their work deals with home making and is done under the su- 
pervision of a teacher skilled in this art. The advantages of this 
type of school are obvious. Proof that the farmers of this commun- 
ity realize the benefits accruing from such a school rests in the fact 
that the Vocational, School at West Sunbury, Pennsylvania, was 
among the first of its kind to be established in the state. 

Another example of the progressive spirit of this community 
is the recent action taken in regard to beef production. While beef

industry to be one of great promise. Their interest and experience 
along this line have resulted in a desire to develop the beef industry, 
in their community along sane and substantial lines. With this in 
mind they enlisted the aid of their County Agent, R. C. Wiggins. 
The County Agent visited their farms and went over the situation 
with them. It was decided to call a meeting at which an Animal 
Husbandry Specialist from the State College would be present and 
assist in outlining the proper course to follow. This meeting was 
held at West Sunbury on February 1. Mr. R. M. Gridley of the 
Animal Husbandry Extension Department was present and assisted 
the County Agent and the Vocational teacher in answering questions 
which were raised by the farmers. The matter of selecting a breed 
was given thorough discussion and as a mapority of the men present 
favored Aberdeen-Angus, it was decided that an organization pro- 
moting the best interests of this breed would be formulated. After 
further discussion each farmer was called upon to give his opinion 
of a tentative plan which embodied the following objects: 

ae To promote the breeding of pure bred Aberdeen-Angus 
cattle. 

2. To promote the general interest of the organization by as- 

sisting in the buying of new stock and the selling of surplus stock. 


This is the first Aberdeen-Angus organization of its kind in 
Pennsylvania. Its birth was conceived in the minds of some wide 
awake farmers, who fully appreciate the value of united effort in 
advancing the welfare of their community. Dr. Seulke is planning 
on staging some Aberdeen-Angus development work and calf club 
work in co-operation with the committee and Prof. Gridley’s office. 
Considering the start already made and the life and enthusiasm of 
the farmers of the community there should be before many years 
a section in Butler county famous for its good Aberdeen-Angus 
cattle.

regular advertisers men who have been receiving inquiries from 
those sections for breeding stock. Following is the letter written 
from Rio de Janeiro, dated February 18, 1921, and addressed to the 


<— all the residences in Rio de Janeiro, Sao Paulo and San- 
tos are built of cement. Of late years the American cement manu- 
facturers have been supplying large quantities of cement to Brazil, 
but except in a few instances, the American producers have not cul- 
tivated the market. They have supplied it only intermittently. All 
the raw materials for cement-making abound in Rio and vicinity, 
and it would seem that one or two large cement plants would, with 


American methods 
of production, be 
very successful. The 
British have exper- 
ienced a greater 
shortage in their do- 
mestic market than 
the American manu- 
facturers, but they 
have saved enough 
for Brazilian con- 
sumers to let the lat- 
ter know that they 
have neither been 
forgotten nor alto- 
gether neglected, and 
the British product 
will stay, though the 
American grades of 
cement are preferred 
by builders. 

“American ma- 
chinery and _hard- 
ware are in evidence. 
if one looks for them 
in Brazil, but there 
could be a great deal 
more, especially in 
machine tools and in 
ordinary workmen’s 
equipment. But the 
American _corpora- 
tions should have their own agencies and reasonable stocks on hand. 
They need travelling men to push their goods among the native con- 
tractors, and to give practical demonstrations of the efficacy of the 
American product. The door is still wide open. 

“There are two thousand textile factories in Brazil, if one rec- 
kons every building in which a loom is turning to produce a finished 
fabric. Not so long ago Brazil was importing cotton. Now she 
grows her own, though American piece-goods have their very defi- 
nite market. The people make their own sugar. It is served every- 
where in powdered form. All over the country the farmers have 
their crude little mills. The opportunity for American-made sugar 
machinery is considerable, provided the time and labor-saving de- 
vices are adequately explained and exhibited to those who at present 
grow and make their own sugar. There are, of course, a few large 
refineries, but the number of modern plants is negligible in a coun- 
try where the people “take coffee with their sugar” and eat more 
sweets per capita than in any country on the face of the globe. 

“Of late years the farmers have learned to diversify their crops. 
and beans, rice and corn are beginning to rival coffee. The next 
coffee crop will total between seven and nine millior bags—accord-

ing to authentic estimates—and 
beans, rice and corn will combine 
to show a production of over 
twenty-five million bags. Citrus 
fruits, too, are being cultivated 
largely in the States of Sao Pau- 
lo and Rio Grande, but, of course, 
the export market for these is 
limited. In the South the farm- 
ers are now growing alfalfa, a 
comparatively new crop for Bra- 
zil, and most luxuriantly it yields. All of which means increasing 
opportunity for agricultural machinery of every kind, for tractors, 
and trailers and carriers of various description. In every such case, 
however, emphasis should be given first to the need for practical 
demonstration of the appliances, and second to the necessity of fully- 
equipped service stations, with an adequate supply of parts. 

“I have taken time and pains to go out into the interior of the 
country, to talk with dealers in small towns, with farmers and ranch 
owners and listen while they expressed their needs in their own way. 
The President of the Paulista railroad—the richest railroad in the 
world and one of the best northwards, then northwest and south- 
west, what I saw was as illuminating as it was magnificent. No such 
fertility exists in the United States. I have travelled all over the 
West, South and Southwest of the States, I have been to the plains 
and plateaus of Canada, of Rhodesia; seen the Darling Downs of 
Queensland, Australia, the rich fields of New Zealand, and the won- 
drous vegetation of India, and never anything to compare with the 
richness of verdure and harvest of the slopes, the hills and valleys 
of Brazil. They scratch the surface of the steep slopes and grow 
one crop on the one side of the hill—the side warmed by the morn- 
ing sun—and another 
crop on the opposite 
side, where the heat 
of the sun’s after- 
noon rays is not so 
great. The railroads 


cannot adequately 
handle the crop— 
freights, and new 


railroad projects only 
await easier money 
markets to tap the 
ever-increasing cen- 
tres of cultivation. 

“I met a number 
of American survey- 
ors who had just re- 
turned from a long 
trip through the 
State of Matto Gros- 
so. Previously they 
had been over Par- 
ana and through part 
of the Amazon re- 
gion. They were so 
enthusiastic about 
the fertility and pos- 
sibilities of the coun- 
try that one could 
scarcely forbear in- 
terrupting them 
throughout the con- 
versation. For the first time in my life I met a Californian who ad- 
mitted he had found the climate of Matto Grosso superior to that 
of his native State. 

“The water-power possibilities of Brazil are practically unlimit- 
ed and the big electrical companies of America have for long been 
making their surveys there. The electrification of certain of the 
best railroad mileage also is being considered. The public utility 
field is not a difficult one in Brazil. The Brazilian Traction Com- 
pany is the holding company of which the Tramway, Light and Pow- 
er Company, the Telephone Company and other branch utilities are 
subsidiaries. This company represents Canadian capital, mostly, Sir 
Wm. McKenzie of Toronto is President and’F. A. Huntress, Vice 
President, is the operating head. 1t controls all the telephone sys- 
tem practically throughout Brazil, besides the tramways and light- 
ing systems in the leading centres. A. J. Byington of Sao Paulo is 
the other most important factor in the public utility field, with con- 
trol of light and power in a numebr of the smaller cities. 

“The experience of these pioneers is interesting and instructive. 
They aver that political safeguards and Government regulatory 
measures affecting their interests are gen- [Continued on page 25

Ladies and Gentlemen: I tricd to make the program committee 
believe that two years was often enough for the same person to 
give the president’s address, but in this I was not successful as 
they claim that it is one of the prices paid for the honor of being 
at the head of this Association. 

’ T have nothing to give you tonight that you could call an ad- 
‘dress; whatever I may say will probably be a repetition of what I 
have said before. How- 
ever, I wish to take this 
‘opportunity to thank the 
‘members of this Associa- 
tion for their help and co- 
‘operation while I have been 
“president. It has been a 
pleasure to work with you 
‘and to see the progress 
this Association has made. 
‘We have nearly doubled 
our membership in the past 
year and each meeting, 
-sale and show we feel sure 
has been greater than the 
‘one preceding it, also the 
financial standing of our 
organization has been 
placed on a firm and busi- 
-nesslike basis. 

-. We now have nearly 
‘200 members on our five 
year plan which was 
-worked out last year and [ 
am sure there will be a 
large number added before 
the close of this meeting. 
Each new member added 
gives us new strength for 
he voluntarily becomes a 
member for five years, and 
‘we do not have our membership lapse at the end of each year as 


- -we did under the old plan, and by the end of five years there is

come upon us a perigd of depression in the beef business. Cattle 


are selling very low in the markets. I do not know of anything 
to justify the extremely low prices that cattle are bringing and I 
would therefore look for some revival soon, and in not a very far 
distant time substantial improvement in prices of fat cattle in the 
general markets. 

Cattle have been thrown on the markets in record breaking 
numbers. In former times of heavy receipts it happened a large 
proportion went back to the country to be fed or went from drouth- 
stricken districts to where pasture was more plentiful. This year

took eighth at the State Fair and 
third at our County Fair besides 
fourth in grooming and showin 
specials. Altogether it nette 
me two hundred and twelve dol- 
lars. I bought two calves this 
year for fifty dollars each. 

My smallest calf’s name is 
Quaker Ben, named after our farm and his sire Black Benz 2d 
204481. The larger one’s name is Quaker Engraver named after 
our farm also and his sire, Black Engraver 219616. 

The first thing I did was to give them a haircut which made 
them look about a 100 per cent. better. Quaker Ben weighed 460 
pounds on beginning and on the first of February he weighed 610 
pounds. Quaker Engraver weighed 550 pounds on beginning and on 
the first of February weighed 685 pounds. On the first of January 
they weighed just 100 pounds difference but on the first of February 
Quaker Ben ( or Ben as I call him here at home) was gaining on 
Quaker Engraver. 

I feed my calves eight pounds of ground corn, 4% pounds of 
oats, 1 pound of bran and 1 pound of oilmeal. 

After being fed their grain they are turned out with other 
calves to eat ensilage. On nice days they are allowed to go out in 
a little pasture for exercise but on bad and stormy days are not 
permitted to do so. 

I try to keep their stall bedded good so as to make them feel 
comfortable besides they do better in a well bedded stall than in 
a dirty one. 

I haven’t much time to be with my calves because I must help 
with the chores be- 
sides go to school at 
8:30. Ben doesn’t 
drink as much water 
as Engraver but he 
is gaining just as 
well or better. 

I am hoping to 
show my calves at 
Des Moines in the 
County carlot but 
they may not be good 
enough. I hope I 
can learn enough by 
feeding calves to en- 
able me to feed the 
grand champion car- 
lot at the Interna- 
tional sometime in 
the future. 

I think feeding 
calves is about the 
best thing a boy 
could do.

My calves soon 
learn that I am their 
master for I always treat them kindly and they soon become pets 
and like to be curried and handled. 

As soon as my calves become tame and I have won their con- 
fidence I halter them up and break them to lead, teach them how 
to stand when shown, squarely on all four feet with head slightly 
elevated so they will know how to act when I take them to the fairs 
in high-class society. 

Last year I fed three calves. Marshall County’s calves out- 
dressed those of all the other counties exhibited at the Iowa State 
Fair, the average for forty-seven head being 60 per cent. or better. 
My three calves dressing percentage was above the Marshall County 
high average and were as follows: 61.4 per cent., 62.4 per cent. 
and 64.1 per cent., the latter which was a full blood Aberdeen-Angus, 
Elmland Don 2d, which come within one-tenth of 1 per cent. of the 
highest dressing percentage in the state. This was the calf which 

won the wrist watch on which Mr. Cooper gave. 

Well I’ll bring my story to a close for this time, hoping I haven’t 
made it too long, as I feel one can’t say too much in regard to feed- 
ing and beef quality of the Aberdeen-Angus babies. , ~s

COUNTRY GENTLEMAN PURE BRED ARTICLES 
RINGING THE BELL: WHO’S GUILTY? 


The Country Gentleman, an eastern farm publication put out, 
by the publishers of the Saturday Evening Post and the Ladies’ 
Home Journal, has taken a tumble at the wicked side of the pure 
bred game as played by the boys who rolled ’em high as the sky 
until the clouds tumbled over onto them and stopped the game. 
When the “Country Gentleman” first started under its present own- 
ership, it began “featuring” the pure bred live stock business for 
newsstand buyers, and the “world’s record” sales got the big pub- 
licity. It kept this editorial idea in front for several years, Gover- 
nor McCray’s whiteface sales getting two or three full page feat- 
ure writeups, while the photos of animals of the various breeds that 
had brought the record figures were run in its colunms form time 
to time. That’s about all there was to the pure bred business for 
awhile, as viewed by the editors of the County Gentleman at that 
time. In the last few years, however, advertisers told the owners 
plainly that there wasn’t enough Corn Belt and live stock readers 
for the circulation to make it pay, and various shakeups were in- 
stituted among the editors, and circulation campaigns were put on 


in ‘the Corn Belt to get this circulation. Now, the “gamblers,” in. 


the various breeds are being whaled in a serious of articles with 
illuminating cartoons that certainly hit the rotten spots in the 
business with accuracy. 

There seems to be a tendancy on the part of the breed papers 
to ignore these articles, but we are neither going to play as some 
and say that it is really too bad that some of the other breeds are 
guilty of such sales and practices nor pass them by without com- 
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mending the Country Gentleman for its expose of 
which brcught on “wash sale” records.

WALLACE STEPS INTO THE CABINET; 
HE’S NAMED AND BRED RIGHT FOR THE JoB! 


Now that all the farm paper editors have given Henry Wallace 
an editorial send-off (or kick-off, if they were jealous), it is time 
for THE ABERDEEN-ANGUS JOURNAL to say a word editorial. 
ly abcut the new Secretary of Agriculture. Some of the boys rushed 
into print with their editorials before the Des Moines man was 
named, grabbing time by the forelcck to tell the world that they 
were a friend of the man who had been named and that he would 
undoubtedly fill the job acceptedly, etc. Others waited until the 
new secretary was on the job and then made some remarks about 
Iowa men habitually getting the job, and that habit apparently drift. 
ing to the point where Iowa farm editors had to have it, allowing 
their readers plenty of space between the lines to fall over the facts 
that if it were not for this bad habit of presidents, their readers 
would have to limp along with some substitute writer because the 
President had come along and tapped them on the shoulder and ip- 
sisted on their coming to Washington for a spell, regardless of 
whether the poor readers were to get their weekly or monthly jour. 
nalistic feast or had to get along on hash. Anyway, now that we 
Iowa Farm Editors have more than two endings to look forward to, 
it is time we sort of stuck together, you understand. Hence, we're 
going to say something for the boy Henry that no one else has said. 

Instead of a listing of his church, clubs and secret fraternities, 
which we don’t believe make any difference with the farmer or 
pure bred cattle breeder, we’re going to say something about the 
Wallace standard and why we believe Harding picked the best man 
available for the job. Back abcut twenty-five years ago, when 
“Truth in advertising” hadn’t even been thought of and the farm 
papers, as well as most other kinds, were flooded with ads. of quack 
doctors and get-rich-quick catches, we personally saw an example 
of Wallace farm paper advertising standards that we have never 
forgotten. The ad. in question was seed corn, and the farmer who 
answered the Wallaces’ Farmer ad. got a 2-bushel bag that was 
filled with “tips” and “butts” in the bottom. Without expecting 
any particular results, except perhaps to test “Uncle Henry’s” word, 
a cupful of this corn was mailed to the publisher with a letter tel- 
ling of the order from the ad. in his paper. Not only did the farmer 
get his money back, but a courteous letter thanking him for the 
sample and information. The advertiser received a call-down 

Only a few years ago, during the foot-and-mouth epidemic, 
which the Bureau of Animal Industry was exerting every effort to 
stamp out, we had another glimpse of Wallace standards and Wal 
lace service to farmers and live stcck breeders. It was at a meet 
ing in Chicago, where farm paper editors, Government workers 
state veterinarians, live stock breeders, politicians and other inter 
ested elements were gathered. One farm paper had fought the 
Government men and Government methods more or less openly be 
cause it was the popular stand in his state, another had character 
istically straddled the fence with no policy that could be called such, 
others had yelled for isolation but no killing of animals, especially

solid unity of the farm and live stock press 
on the question to back up the Bureau, instill 
confidence into the farmer and stockman and 
eradicate the disease quickly. In fact, the 
farm papers were about as bad as the politic- 
ians, tor some of them were actually playing 
politics, while others were ignorant of the 
subject. In the midst of this gathering, after 
a great many speakers had taiked and talked, 
there arose a great, gray editor whose words 
went to the heart of the subject and told 
plainly and soundly what he had done with 
his paper and why he had done so. As he 
sat down, we glanced at him again and again, 
for the other so-called editors had been put 
in their place as mere editors and followers: 
here was an editor and a LEADER. He saw 
the right way and led his readers along that 
way. 

Now this Henry Wallace the President 
has taken from Iowa is the sccond genera- 
tion; he was born in Illinois instead of Ayr- 
shire, Scotland. But he had close to a half 
century of teaching and association with his 
great rugged sire in the building of a paper 
that has been not merely edited but has LED. 
Further, while he taught dairying at the 
Iowa State College, the dairy department 
didn’t amount to a hill of beans at Ames in 
those days, and prcbably Henry wasn’t much 
of a dairy professor anyway; so we'll forgive 
that slip. His connections with the Beef 
Producers’ Association, and his location in 
the greatest pure bred beef cattle state of 
the country, as well as the interest he took 
in the Aberdeen-Angus sales and meetings 
puts him right with our interests. The De- 
partment of Agriculture has becn built into 
a wonderful organization of trained agricul- 
turists. Our farmers’ production has been 
well taken care of, but the marketing is still 
a great problem, the biggest of all the farm- 
ers’ problems. Probably Mr. Wallace of all 
the farm paper editors of this country has 
paid more attention to studying and an- 
alyizing the markets of the farmer than has 
anyone else, His graphics are the most com- 
prehensive on these problems, and we believe 
he is the Secretary who will put this market- 
ing grasp into the Department of Agricul- 
ture.

PART I 
INTRODUCTORY. 


“Paul- Potter could paint a bull, but he never 
bred one. . . . It is one thing to draw well and 
deftly blend pigments on the canvas. To pro- 
duce a nationa! or international champion is 
quite another. Something more than that is de- 
manded in the assembling and fusing of the 
materials that enter into the making of a 
breed. For the most part, however, we have 
taken as a matter of course, and have accepted 
or appropriated without credit, the marvels of 
the animal breeding world. We are in daily 
enjoyment of the fruits of the great groups of 
men who were possessed of rare constructive 
gifts; but we scarcely know their names, much 
less have we any familiarity with their person- 
alities and . habits’—Alvin Howard Sanders in 
“The Sign of the Stockyards Inn.” 

“Modern history has been much too sparing 
in its prose pictures of pastoral life. A great 
general has never lacked the love of a biogra- 
pher, but the thoughts and labours of men who 


‘lived remote from cities’ and silently built up 

an improved breed of sheep or cattle, whose in- 

fluence is felt in every market, have had no 
adequate record.” 

The second of these quotations, which I am unable 
at present to quote tie source of, I find in one of 
my note books, and it indicates that I was im- 
pressed with the idea formulated by the author as 
to the great unknown personages referred to as hav- 
ing “had no adequate record ;’”” while my appreciation 
of the first quotation indicates that I agreed with the 
thought that we lacked “familiarity’’ with the ‘“‘per- 
sonalities ‘and habits’ of those men that are of im- 
portance in attempting to depict the life and work 
of a master in the art of matching, mating and mak- 
ing a breed of the highest order. Sanders, the breed- 
ers’ laureate, addresses himself to the subject in an- 
other of his classic works (History of the Shorthorns) 
in these words, which have been often quoted : 

“A Phidias or a Canova lifts the veil from his 
superb handiwork and gains a place in the gallery 
of the immortals. Compared with him who has 
the power to conceive the ideal animal form and 
call it into life through a profound knowledge 
of Nature’s intricate and hidden laws, the great- 
est sculptor is a mere mechanic. There is no 
higher form of art than that which deals with the 
intelligent manipulation of animal life; the model- 
ling of living, breathing creatures in accordance 
with the will and purpose of a guiding mind. It 
rises in its boundless possibilities to the heights 
that are fairly God-like.” 

These are thoughts that might fill one’s mind as he 
approaches the sanctuaries of these masters of the 
plastic and instinctive art of breed creation, and such 
quotations as these we might set up over the portals 
of whatever sanctuary we might choose to enter, as 
we do now, for it is one of them we are about to find 
ourselves very spiritually within. It is, indeed, now 
more than fifty years since I first, unconsciously. 
passed the portals of that one, Tillyfour the name of 
it, familiar to breeders all, where I have worshipped 
at the altar: and where now I would make this vo- 
tive offering—the best I can do to present, ere it is 
too late, of something of the personality and habits 
of one whose influence has been felt in every market 
of the world, where the breed he made famous reigns 
supreme. 

The immediate incentive to the starting of this 
work, that is, of now doing or seeing done what I am 
about to attempt, was the unlooked for invitation ‘of 
the editor of the Aberdeen-Angus Review to write “‘a 
series of articles on Mr. M’Combie’s Life and Work.” 
Mr. Barclay wrote: “There is springing up a younger 
veneration who I am sure would be greatly interested 
to read of Mr. M’Combie’s life and work for Aberdeen- 
Angus cattle. In ‘Cattle and Cattle Breeders’ there 
ave many interesting glimpses of this great personal- 
ity ; but I have an idea that from the purely personal 
point of view, anc apart from Mr. M’Combie’s own 
reminiscences therein related, a great deal could be 
written. And I know you could give it peculiar in- 
terest with the many details you have.” 

Such an invitation was quite unexpected. I had been 
contemplating doing this very thing for many years, 
had the whole plan mapped out long ago; had the 
material, Mr. M’Combie’s own documents and records, 
which came into my possession at a time when I was 
the only one who appreciated their priceless value. T 
have. pertinaciously protected them, stuck on to them 
through many vicissitudes and dangers. They accom- 
panied me across the Atlantic, and have been miracu- 
lously preserved from the flames that consumed most 
of my other accumulations of material relating to the 
breed and polled cattle generally, with some later docu- 
ments and relics also, unfortunately of the Tillyfour 


herd, such as photographs, portraits of Charlotte and 
other ‘animals, the group ‘plates of the Paris Exposi- 
tion and other things. . But the principal literary ma- 
terial, stowed in strong trunks, was luckily stored 
away from the place of the fire and remained un- 
seathed. They escaped,- similarly, a second fire in 
Chicago—the first had been at my place in Michigan. 
So, providentially preserved as they have been, it 
would seem that they had been always: destined for 
the purpose for which I had intended them—to be the 
basis of just such a biographieal sketch as Mr. Bar- 
clay has suggested. 

After the lapse of more than fifty years since that. 
day, the writer, edging his way into the story about. 
the midway point in the Master’s unrivalled showyard 
career, that really began in earnest about 1844, saw 
him reach what many may have considered the zenith 
of ‘his fame, when he sent Black Prince to Smith- 
field, received Her Majesty at Tillyfour, and was re- 
turned to Parliament for his native shire. The docu- 
ments that I am able to draw upon are of the Tilly- 
four branch of the M’Combie family, which originat- 
ed in Charles, son of William M’Combie, tenant in 
Mains of Lynturk, the immediate ancester of the 
principal members of the present-day family of the 
name in Aberdeenshire. 


THE M’COMBIES. 


William M’Combie, Mains of Lynturk, died in 1808. 
aged 88. He was son of Robert of Findlatrie in the 
parish of Tough, the first of the family born in Aber- 
deenshire ; and he of Donald, the first of the family 
in Aberdeenshire, who was born at Crandart in Glenis- 
la, and died at Mains of Tonley in Tough in 1714. His 
father was John M’Comie of Forter, in Angusshire, 
who had his “castle” (it is so described in a Banff- 
shire Journal .of May 1875) one mile above romantic : 
old Forter, the actual Bonnie Hoose o’ Airlie, burned 
down in 1640 by the Earl of Argyll in a raid insti- 
tuted against his enemy, Airlie. The lands of Forter 
and wild Caenlochan, of grazing fame, were then 
owned by John of Forter, as he was designated, and 
it was there that the family had seen its greatest 
prosperity as well as where it exprienced its worst 
disaster, that compelled the sons of John to abandon 
their heritage and seek fortune anew elsewhere. 

Donald was the youngest of the sons, and he chose 
the north wherein he might find a footing. The other 
son, of: whom there is record, was “Mr. Angus,” from : 
whom descend the family of Thom, that rose to as 
xreat prominence in Forfarshire as the descendants of 
Donald did in Aberdeenshire. One of them was Pro- 
vost of Dundee, laird of Aberlemno, and father of John 
Hunter Thom of Aberlemno, Sheriff of Caithness. 
Orkney and Shetland, Admiral of these islands, D. L. 
of his native county, and a noted citizen of Edin- 
burgh. John of Forter, who was a historical char- 
acter, as he saw the clouds lowering around him soon 
after building his castle at Crandart, could have little 
dreained that his sons, Angus and Donald, would be 
the ancestors of two such distinguished families. We 
learn, too, that John M’Comie “was one of the pion- 
eers in the great industry of cattle breeding and 
droving, which for a long period was the staple in- 
dustry’ of the Highlands.’”’ This is one of the most. 
important facts in the history of the cattle breeding 
industry in Seotland that so closely interests us, and 
such that it would be incumbent on us to go into 
more fully, which may be done on another occasion. 
Suffice it to say that John of Forter acquired great 
wealth in herds, and it is evident that in Donald was 
transmitted the old Highland chieftain’s cattle wis- 
dom, and that Donald handed it on dominantly to his 
son and grandson, as is proved by its development in 
William of Mains of Lynturk, in Charles his son. 
and in William his grandson. 

This William of Lynturk, with whom our narrative 
begins, was the father of three sons who became 
lairds—the instinct of the old family for land was 
still strong, and here it may be pointed out that John 
M’Comie of Forter himself was the descendant of the 
first laird of Finneygaud in Glenshee; that is, that 
individual, striking out for himself in these primitive 
times, made a settlement on the lands named, just 
as a colonist does today in pre-empting government 
iand, thus becoming the first historical owner of the 
soil, that had previously been “virgin.” For the an-- 
cester of John of Forter is described in the charter’ 
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of 1751 as “ab antiquo” of Finneygaud which “‘es- 
tablishes a settlement long previous to that date.” 
Thus the study of this family “teaches us there is 
something in descent,” to use the words of Tennyson. 
In fact, the rise of the family, a sept of the Mac- 
Intoshes, which became known as MacThomas and 
M’Colmie, or M’Comie, or M’Omie, seems to have 
been coincident with the establishment of the clan 
system itself. 

The sons of William of Mains of Lynturk who be- 
came lairds were Peter, Thomas and Charles. We 
need not go into minute details as to this phase of 
the subject, however interesting—it has its place ; suf- 
fice it again to say that Charles became laird of Tilly- 
four and other lands, which descended in the family: 
while Peter’s and Thomas’s properties were left to two 
brothers, William and James Boyne M’Combie, the 
latter selling his, obtained from Thomas, while Wil- 
liam retained Lynturk, left him by Peter, and Easter 
Skene left him by his father, Thomas. So that Easter 
Skene and Tillyfour represented, territorially, the old 
landowning family instinct of Perthshire and Angus- 
shire. 

William M’Combie of Easter Skene and Lynturk en- 
tailed his estates on his nephew, Peter Duguid of 
Camachmore, who assumed the name of M’Combie: 
and the latter was succeeded by his son William 
M’Combie Duguid-M’Combie, Major in the Scots Greys. 
who has been through the Boer War as well as the 
Great War, in which he was wounded (August 1914) 
2nd mentioned in despatches, being one of the officers 
decorated by the late Czar, who was honorary colonel 
of the regiment. The following appears on the page 
devoted to “The Way of the World,” in the (London) 
Graphic, Dec. 13, 1913 :— 

“The success of the King at Smithfield and the 
championship (to the Duke of Portland) of the 
Aberdeen-Angus are not unconnected, for it was 
Mr. William M’Combie, of Easter Skene (1805- 
1880), the great breeder of Aberdeen-Angus, who 
did so much to fill Queen Victoria with enthusiasm 
for farming. Curiously enough, the present laird 
of Easter Skene, Captain Duguid-M’Combie, is a 
fellow-officer of Prince Arthur of Connaught, in 
the Seots Greys.” 

Thus the two Williams, of Tillyfour and Easter 
Skene, got mixed up. 


THE NARRATIVE TO BE TOLD. 


The first documents bearing upon this story relate 
to William, of Mains of Lynturk, the same being a 
joint-tack of the famous little farm of Buffle, with 
one John Rough in Rumbly; and that is followed by 
another which shows William taking his son Charles 
into partnership with him in the farm of Mains of 
Lynturk. The subsequent documents show us the ac- 
quirement of the lands of Tillyfour, Etc., by Charles 
and his later activities which we can follow to about 
1835, soon after which (1836) he died. The story of 
William of Tillyfour, his son, begins with his college 
days at Marischal College, Aberdeen, 1819-21, in the 
form of a diary. Then follows the remnants of an- 
other diary informing us of his doings at Tillyfour ; 
and from these we gradually see him developing until 
he became partner with his father, as the latter with 


-his, who handed over to him the lease of Tillyfour in 


1830, from which time on, practically, Charles may be 
said to have gradually retired, and William became 
the leading figure in the ‘‘film.” 

In setting about the work assigned to me I began, 
as the cattle-dealing phrase was in William’s early ex- 
perience, in starting a ‘‘trade’’ which was to “bid lit- 
tle and lie far back’; of course our reference is to 
the latter clause of this sentence, I began ‘‘far back.” 
where I could find hard-pan and strike bed-rock. I 
was thus able to gain a vantage point from which J 
could gaze upon the back-ground of the picture, or 
rather, as it were the continuous background as of a 
moving picture, in the reeling of which off the years, 
I was able to witness the emergence of the breed out 
of the mists of antiquity, and trace both men and cat- 
tle from their snug ancestry in direct line, involving 
the evolution of the breed even then seen in its com- 
ing, in its glorious descent from a dominant and pro- 
ductive ancestry. The whole pageant, passing in re- 
view, has gone on, and is continuing in greater and 
greater impressiveness in its world-sweeping sur- 
prises. 


THE BREED NAME. 


Having thus struck bed-rock and found the teem- 
ing background amid which we saw disporting them- 
selves the ancestry of both of the breed-master and 
his herd, we bring ourselves to concentrate our gaze 
upon the picture of the great craftsman himself, and 
find plenty to study in the manner in which he “re- 
formed breeding”; by which style is he indexed in the 
National Biography. And here we find him in his own 
fields and folds, among his own models, whose individ- 
ualities and identities were the bases of the breed he 
created out of two distinct varieties, that he himself 
first formulated the name of, the Aberdeen and An- 
gus. For in those days prior to registry and record. 
when cattle pedigree was deemed an absurdity and 
neither understood nor esteemed, on up to the time 
he conceived of the idea of the real amalgamation of 
the two and resolved to make them one, there had 
been the two polled breeds, the Aberdeen and the 
Angus, the Buchan humlie and the Angus doddie. 
which history surely shows had independent existences. 
On the coming of William of Tillyfour on the scene, 
we find a champion full panoplied for the knight- 
errant task of bringing about their wedding, which 
event took place at Tillyfour; by which was accom- 
plished the welding of the twain elements into one; 
opening the blood streams of each into the other and 
directing their flow into a single channel. And he 
comes on the scene none too soon, but at the psycho- 
logical moment, ere the drift that threatened the ex- 
tinction of both had set in. Thus he rescued and re- 
trieved the native polled from the fate that overtook 
those other native kinds, of which we have some re- 
gretful memories and faithful records, that once were 
the pride of their admirers. The Williamsons and 
the Walkers, the Watsons and the Panmures, the 
former in Aberdeenshire in the neighborhood of Fyvie 
and Fintray, and the latter in Angusshire, in the ex- 
tremes of the county, picked the beginnings of their 
herds at these central marts of Aikey Brae and Tarnty 
Muir, from the offerings of their contemporaries; for 
we must never overlook the importance of them, as 
these fairs and those who brought their offerings 
there, were the first great “‘shows” of cattle of their 
exhibitors, assembled from the seats where the two 
races received their primal preparation for that ex- 
pert manipulation that was to ensure the preservation 
of each, so that they should become the nuclei of the 
single germ that absorbed them both. 

The first practical evidence of this we find in the 
earliest catalogues of the Tillyfour Herd, in’ which we 
note the presence of the two, each distinctly designated 
according to its derivation, existing together as herd 
mates in one happy union. And so each here named 
Aberdeen Polled, or Angus, of its own generation, we 
find giving birth to the off-spring which in conse- 
quence and in due course was designated Aberdeen and 
Angus, starting that combination on its career until in 
the final scene of all, to its creator, in Paris, 1878, we 
find the name fully sustained and appearing as Aber- 
deen-Angus. Thus, strangely, Paris became the birth- 
place of the name of the breed that was thence to be 
projected, crowned champion, on its world career, un- 
der. which it went marching on to become “‘the breed 
that beats the record,” proving its supremacy in every 
arena it entered. The Williamsons and the Walkers 
may have been the fathers of the Polled Aberdeen and 
the Watsons and the Panmures the fathers of the 
Angus, but William M’Combie is credited with being 
the creator of the Aberdeen-Angus, which breed had 
no existence ere it arose from the matings accom- 
plished at Tillyfour, to which the crowning glory of 
bovine story was to come; and since which wedding 
and welding there has been neither’ Polled Aberdeen 
nor Polled Angus, but only Aberdeen-Angus.

soon advance and that this is the opportune 


time for them to add a few more good breed- 
Ing matrons to their herds. 


There is another class of men that need 
our attention as an association now, more 
than they have in the last few years, and 
that is the man who is considering buying 
pure bred cattle, but does not know for sure 
which kind to purchase. A strong associa- 
tion with good efficient advertising will have 
a tendency to influence him the Aberdeen- 
Angus way. This is no time to retrench, but 
rather we should put the more effort into 
helping our breeders and to adding new ones 
to our ranks by constantly keeping the 
merits of Aberdeen-Angus cattle before 
them by advertising and showing and I 
think that the premiums at our fairs and 
shows should be increased rather than de- 
creased to stimulate more breeders to show 
so our breed will have a creditable number 
at all the leading shows. 

With the strength that our Iowa Associa- 
tion has at the present time, and what it 


will acquire in the next few years, I cannot 
see why we can not make this association 
of such importance that these events and 
the results of these sales and shows which 
we have started will be looked upon not only 
by breeders of Iowa and the United States, 
but of the whole world as among the most 
important events of the year, and if every 
member of this association will do their part 
our success in the future should be much 
greater than in the past.

living machinery of the country. 

“Outside of public utilities, Italian enter- 
prises, generally speaking, have been the 
most successful in Brazil. They figure 
prominently in the industrial filed, particu- 
larly in Sao Paulo and Santos, and in many 
of the interior towns. The Germans, of the 
second and third generation, predominate in 
Santa Catherina, but the colony is compara- 
tively small. 

“The cattle country of which Port Allegra 
is the outlet in the south and Sao Paulo fur- 
ther north is, of course, famous, and offers 
such possibilities that Armour and Company 
of Chicago have just completed at Sao Paulo 
a duplication of their St. Paul (Minnesota) 
plant, which is the largest in the world. It 
covers 25 acres of ground, with outlying 
property of 5500 acres, and has a capacity 
of 2,000 cattle and 6,000 hogs per day. The 
management expects to reach this capacity 


_in five years’ time, but other opinion is a 


little more conservative. For the present the 
cattle are not easily accessible in large num- 
bers for lack of railroad transportation. 
There is a project to run a road from the 
coast to tap the northern boundary of the 
Argentine. If this be carried through and 
managed successfully it should help revolu- 
tionize the cattle industry of South America. 
But that is a long way off. The cattle are 
not as good as our steers in the United 
States. The national grasses are not as 
rich, and new grasses will have to be culti- 
vated to supersede the present natural 
growth in many places to produce the fat 
cattle the packers like. Hogs are a simpler 
problem. Ten or fifteen years will surely 
see the cattle supply doubled or even 
trebled, but there are obstacles to more 
rapid developments. : 

“Two vital products Brazil is without; 
good-grade coal and oil. Coal exists in many 
places and has been tested, but it is low- 


grade. An abundance of oil-shale, some of 
it tested as high as 30 per cent., has been 
located, but capital is lacking for the equip- 
ment to produce and deliver the refined 
product. 

“Brazil, like many other countries today, 
is short of skilled and unskilled labor. Im- 
migration from Europe is increasing all the 
time, and if the United States temporarily 
closes her doors the rush will assuredly turn 
this way. Labor costs are not more than 
one-third of existing rates in the States, but 
the native labor is not as highly productive. 

“It would be impossible, in a short space, 
to detail all the lines of industry and manu- 
facture in which opportunity for American 
business seems to exist in Brazil. Suffice it 
to say that the manufacturer whose equip- 
ment enables him to produce a surplus over 
domestic demands—provided his goods meet 
the necessities of climatic conditions, etc.,— 
can find a market in Brazil if he will pro- 
ceed along common sense lines and follow 
the path of those who already have succeed- 
ed there. The conservative policy, planning 
for years to come, will win if the financiers 
have patience. 

“From the industrial point of view, the 
investor need only look at the map and see 


. what a slice of South America Brazil really 
is. It is a vast country with fewer handicaps- 


in the paths of development of natural re- 
sources than existed in the United States 
100 years ago. There are no impassable 
mountain ranges, nor arid deserts for the 
railroad engineer to bridge. Fertility is al- 
most universal throughout the Republic, and 
there is little that the country cannot pro- 
duce, in one zone or another. 

“Tf I were thinking of investment in Bra- 
zil, along industrial lines, I should first seek 
conference with a few of the prominent 
Americans already stationed in Rio and Sao 
Paulo—conservative men who have the in-

terests of American expansion at heart—ayi 
I should seek to benefit by their advice ay/ 
experience. The standard of personnel j 
very high in these cities, as American colm. 
ies go, the world over, and there is an» 
selfish spirit of co-operation for the con- 
mon good which is recognizable early in one’ 
acquaintance with our people in Brazil. 

“The Brazilians themselves are wam- 
hearted, and they assay the newcomer vey 
quickly. They detest the superficial criti, 
but when you have their confidence and the 
know you well enough, they will tell yr. 
what they believe to be their national fauls 
and needs and analyze them much better tha 
the foreign observer.”

time elapses there would be further occasion 
to make changes to meet new conditions as 
they arise. It must be admitted, however, 
that it is a workable plan and answers the 
purpose for which it was devised. We should 
in justice to the instrument deliberate calm- 
ly before undertaking to make improvements 
the outcome of which must, also, be subject- 
ed to the crucial test of practicableness. 

We all appreciate the principles of evolu- 
tion. It is not a good indication of virility 
for any great enterprise to remain quiescent 
because projects that do not move forward 
must necessarily be considered as falling in- 
to obscurity. The accredited herd plan is 
undergoing a period of evolution. It is 
growing into a greater plan, a plan that will 
bring to the thousands of live stock owners 
the benefits it now brings to hundreds. 

Conceding the fact that the principle of 
the plan is fundamentally sound and of econ- 
omic value to the live stock industry, who 
can question the logic of applying the same 
principle not to individual herds of cattle, 
but to all the herds within a township or a 
county. It is a long stride to move from 
the herd unit to the county unit, but we are 
dealing with a problem that exists in every 
State of the Union and if progress is to be 
made we must of necessity gain impetus as 
we move along. When inspectors are de- 
tailed to apply tuberculin tests to a dozen 
herds in a county and there are demands 
from hundreds of owners in the same coun- 
ty to have their hreds tested, there is not 
much consolation for them to be informed 
that they must wait from one to six months 
until the test can be made. 

We are confronted with a condition which 
must be met’ and solved. We must make 
greater progress; we must expand the work; 
we must demonstrate beyond doubt that tu- 
berculosis can be eradicated not only from 
one herd or a hundred herds or a thousand

herds, but all the herds in any given area. 
We must take up this work on a more in- 
tensive basis in the States that are prepared 
to co-operate on that basis. The campaign 
must be shaped so as to concentrate in those 
counties where they are prepared to provide 
active and effectual co-operation. The Bu- 
reau takes this opportunity of offering co- 
operation on that basis to any State in which 
there are located counties that are prepared 
to appropriate funds to enable the work to 
be pursued on an intensified scale. ° 

With the limited forces that are now avail- 
able or can ever be made available by funds 
appropriated by the respective States and 
Congress, we can not hope to accommodate 
the millions of live stock owners who are 
ready and willing to enter into an agreement 
to exterminate tuberculosis. There is a plan, 
however, by which an organization may be 
built up in every county, that will be ade- 
quate to suppress the disease within its quar- 
ters. Whenever the live stock owners of a 
county elect that they shall exterminate this 
disease they will furnish through the county 
government the funds for the employment 
of a sufficient number of inspectors to carry 
on the work to a successful termination. 
The big handicap that we are encountering 
at the present day is the lack of authority 
for the counties to appropriate funds for the 
employment of inspectors to co-operate with 
the State and Government forces. It is hoped 
that those States which have not already 
made plans to obtain legislation to enable 
counties to co-operate in the above men- 
tioned manner will do so. There are numer- 
ous counties in many of the States that are 
extremely anxious to have the accredited 
county plan put in operation immediately, 
but they are not prepared to support their 
enthusiasm in as substantial a way as is 
necessary to permit of the practical opera- 
tion of the work.

Co-operation by Counties Varies—The 
form of co-operation furnished by counties 
varies according to the sentiment that exists 
among the live stock owners. For illustr- 
tion: A year ago the Otsego County Fam 
Bureau adopted the accredited area plan as 
a five year project campaign, believing that 
within that period sufficient headway would 
be made in the eradication of tuberculosis to 
assure a continuation of the project to con- 
pletion. It was believed at that time that 
the action was a most progressive one, not- 
withstanding the fact that the only co-opera- 
tion forthcoming was the good will of the 
people. Within a period of one year from 
the date of that action, representatives of 
the various bureaus from every county in 
the Empire State in convention assemble 
unanimously agreed upon a plan whereby 
every County Farm Bureau should employ 
a veterinarian to devote his entire time t 
co-operative tuberculosis eradication work, 
That is a clear example of the evolution of 
the tuberculosis eradication campaign, ani 
further evolvement will be made which wil 
be the means of furnishing all of the assist 
ance by the counties to tuberculin test all 
of the cattle within their jurisdiction. It 
doesn’t require much foresight to discern the 
next complication that will follow such a 
arrangement: Where will the funds come 
from to pay the indemnities when the wo 
is on such a basis? There is not sufficient 
Federal money in sight, neither have any 0 
the States indicated that such vast sums # 
will necessarily be required will be provi 
for. Notwithstanding this anticipated diff 
culty, we shall proceed with the work it 
hand, operating under the conditions that & 
ist, trusting that whenever a difficulty arisé 
it may be solved at that time.

of Illinois, which consists of the County 
Farm Bureau paying fifty per cent. of the 
salary and expenses of the veterinary _in- 
spector assigned to work in the county. This 
plan is satisfactory for the time being, and 
as the work develops in the county, will be 
improved to meet the arising changes. 

There is another plan in operation in the 
State of Maryland which is deserving of 
commendation. The County Board of Super- 
visors were petitioned by the live stock own- 
ers to employ a veterinarian to co-operate 
with the State and Bureau of Animal In- 
dustry. The Board was advised by its at- 
torney that there was no authority to take 
such action until the regular meeting, which 
will be held next Spring; whereupon, the 
live stock owners subscribed from their own 
purses sufficient funds to employ a veterin- 
arian full time until the regular meeting of 
the Board. There are operating in that 
county—Harford County, Maryland—three 
jnspectors: One is employed by the live 
stock owners, one by the State and one by 
the Bureau of Animal Industry. ? 

In Gogebic County, Michigan, there is a 
full-time veterinarian maintained at county 
expense, who devotes his time to tuberculosis 
eradication work. 

Another plan which has been tried out and 
proved successful so far is that employed in 
Mississippi, where the question was submit- 
ted to a referendum, and in the two counties 
where elections have been held, viz., Clay 
and Hinds, the vote was greatly in favor of 
carrying on the work. All of the cattle in 
Clay County were tuberculin tested during 
the Winter of 1919-20, and the work is now 
going on in Hind County. 

There are other plans in operation in var- 
ious States, all of which have merit to them. 
It is not our purpose to lay down rigid rules 
regarding the form of co-operation, because 
we know by experiences that it is inadvis-

able to say, “This is the one ideal plan.” 
We can rely upon the good judgment of the 
officials in charge of the work in every state 
to work out a plan with the live stock own- 
ers. 

Relative Value Various Tuberculin Tests. 
—In contemplating plans for the extension 
of the circumscribed area work, it is essen- 
tial, however, that we should provide a prop- 
er program concerning the methods of test- 
ing animals. Much attention has been given 
to the observation of the results of testing 
by the various methods for the period from 
the inception of the systematic eradication 
work to March 20, 1920. The subcutaneous 
method was the only official test, but it was 
soon recognized that only slow progress 
could be made by the constant use of this 
method alone so after consultation with the 
State officials, the intradermic method was 
recognized as the first test under the ac- 
credited herd plan in those States which 
would give it recognition. It was not a mat- 
ter of expediency, however, to put into oper- 
ation a test simply because it permitted the 
acceleration of the work. The intradermic 
test had demonstrated that it possessed qual- 
ities that should put it on the same basis of 


_ recognition as the subcutaneous test, as will 


be demonstrated at this time. In addition to 
the application of these two methods applied 
alone, every attempt has been made to urge 
the employment of a combination of two or 
more tests on those herds which were known 
to be infected. Data was gathered covering 
the period from January 1 to September 20, 
1920, from the co-operating forces in 43 
States. Before adding anything to this 
statement let it be noted that the tests re- 
ported do not contain any lots of cattle in 
which reactors were found unless such re- 
actors were disposed of by slaughter and 
proper postmortem reports received.

which 11,649 reactors were removed, which 
on slaughter revealed 94 per cent. of lesion: 

The intradermic method as applied alow 
shows 153,179 animals tested, from which 
4,632 reactors were removed, which 
slaughter showed 93.5 per cent. of lesion 
There were comparatively few cattle teste 
by the ophthalmic method alone. 

Accredited Herds Removed from the Lis 
--Since the beginning of the work, abot 
three years ago, 74 herds of cattle have ben 
removed from the list accredited as bei 
free from tuberculosis. The presence of ow 
or more reactors was the cause for removal. 
The number of herds taken off the list i 
small compared with the total number 
accredited herds, which now exceeds 7,000. 

The greatest obstacle confronting the «- 
operative campaign to eradicate tuberculosis 
from live stock today is the lack of st 
ficient state funds for use in indemnifyix 
owners for tuberculous cattle. Much mor 
money must be appropriated to cover thi 
feature. If unlimited indemnity funds wer 
available tuberculosis among live stock cowl 
be reduced to a very noticeable extent mt 
few years. The live stock owners are reall 
and willing to help do it and are rather it- 
patiently waiting for more rapid progres 
along this line. 

I take this opportunity of voicing the a 
preciation of the Bureau for the splenii 
team work that has prevailed in all t 
States in which co-operative work is beitt 
conducted. As indicated on previous ott 
sions, the tuberculosis eradication campalf 
is built upon the foundation of co-operati® 

This work is a practical exemplificatit 
of the effects of true co-operation betwe 
live stock owners and the agricultural pres 
the pure bred cattle breeding associatis 
and live stock sanitary officials.
